REPORT OF SCHOOLS, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1879. 


Not serving in the capacity of your School Committee 
till October 23, (being then appointed to fill the vacancy oc- 
casioned by the death of our much esteemed citizen, Dr. 
Corey,) and the Winter term of the schools in District No. 1 
not having yet finished, my report can be but a meagre one. 

As far as I have been able to judge, the several districts 
have been fortunate in securing the services of good teach- 
ers, and the schools have been very successful. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Prudential Committee, James Taft. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


The Summer and Fall terms of this school were taught 
by Mr. Frank A. Newell. Winter term is under the care 
of the same teacher. Wages of teacher, $50 per month for 
each term. Length of Summer term, 10 weeks; whole 
number of scholars, 24; average, 22. Length of Fall term, 
12 weeks; whole number of scholars, 26; average, 20. 
Length of Winter term to be 14 weeks, not yet finished ; 
whole number of scholars, 27. 


Preis. 
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Mr. Newell is an excellent teacher, having the happy fac- 


_ulty of interesting his scholars in their studies and teaching 


them practical knowledge. 

The closing examination of the Fall term showed that 
the school had made great improvement. The class in 
United States History deserves special mention as being re- 
markably thorough. 

A nice globe has recently been added to the school fur- 
niture—a valuable acquisition. 


INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL. 


Summer and Fall terms taught by Mrs. Clara J. Shum- 
way, an experienced and successful teacher. Wages of 
teacher, $28 per month, for both terms. Length of Summer 
term, 10 weeks; whole number of scholars, 53; average, 49. 
Length of Fall term, 12 weeks; whole number of scholars, 
53; average, 46. 

- The school for the Winter term is making good progress 
under the charge of Mr. Herbert J. Taft. Length of term, 
14 weeks; wages of teacher, $28 per month; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 46. 


PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


Summer and Fall terms taught by Miss Emma F. Davis. 
Wages per month, $28. Length of Summer term, 10 
weeks; whole number of scholars, 44; average, 38. Length 
of Fall term, 12 weeks; whole number of scholars, 67 ; 
average, 03. 

This school is quite large, and it requires considerable 
tact to govern the same. Miss Davis had the affection of 
her scholars, and succeeded admirably. 

The Winter term is being taught by Mrs. Clara J. 
Shumway, who is succeeding well. Length of Winter term, 
14 weeks. Wages of teacher per month, $28; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 72. , 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Prudential Committee, Charles G. Blanchard. 


Summer term taught by Miss Sadie J. Jenkins. Length 
of term, 10 weeks; wages of teacher, per month, $20; 
whole number of scholars, 9; average, 7. 

Fall term taught by Mrs. G. A. Hale. Length of term, 
8 weeks; wages of teacher, $20.00 per month; whole num- 
ber of scholars, 11; average, 8. At the examination the 
scholars appeared thorough in the studies they had pursued 
during the term. 

Winter term taught by same teacher, with commendable 
success. Length of school, 10 weeks; wages of teacher, 
per month, $16; whole number of scholars, 10; average, 7. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Prudential Committee, H. H. Russell, E. L. Nutting, 
A. B. Eaton. 


The three terms of this school were taught by Miss 
Lura M. Elhott. Length of Summer term, 84 weeks; 
wages of teacher, $24 per month; whole number of schol- 
ars, 23; average, 20. Length of Fall term, 8 weeks; 
wages of teacher, $24 per month; whole number of schol- 
ars, 27; average, 25. Length of Winter term, 8 weeks ; 
wages of teacher, $32 per month; whole number of schol- 
ars, 29; average, 20. 

Miss Elhott is adapted to her employment as.a teacher. 
The school for the Winter term made very marked improve- 
ment; the classes in mathematics were not only able to per- 
form the problems, but could give a lucid explanation, 
showing that they understood their work. Discipline and 
order good, . , 
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The average attendance of the schools has been reduced 
during the Winter terms by prevailing colds among the 
scholars. 

The school houses are in a fair condition, with the ex- 
ception of the building in District No. 1, which needs re- 
_ ~pairs. 

If parents would visit the schools often, they would en- 
courage the teachers.and stimulate the scholars.
